Free Speech 
Not Violated,

act which prohibited the calling of 


ikes except by a majority of em- 


tloyes involved was upheld today 
iy the state supreme court. 
The court ruled in a unanimous 
ecision by Chief Justice Marvin B. 
;osenberry that there was no vio- 
ation of the right of freedom of 
;pecch in the new labor act passed 
by the 1939 legislature. 


The case grew out of what was 


known as the Plankinton house 
strike in Milwaukee. The hotel and 
restaurant employes international 
alliance of Milwaukee appealed to 
the high court from a decision of 
Circuit Judge Gustave G. Gehrz 
which affirmed a state labor board 
order finding the union and its 
members 
guilty of unfair labor 


practices. 


The board ruled that a strike call- 


ed against the Plankinton house and 
the Kilbourne hotel Nov. 2. 1939. 
was unlawful because it had not 
beap approved by a majority of the 
employes voting by secret ballot It 
ordered the union to cease picket- 
ing the hotels and to refrain from 
any boycotting or interference with 
the work of employes not on strike. 


No Ban On Picketing 


While the new law contained nu- 


merous provisions which were the 
subject of controversy at the time 
It was passed the only section at- 
tacked in the case before the court 
was that relating to majority rule. 


"The peace act does not forbid 


picketing," the supreme court said. 
"It attempts to regulate it and to 
provide under what conditions and 
circumstances picketing may 
be 


carried on by striking employes. 


"The peace act expressly provides 


that it shall not be construed as to 
impair the right of free spoech. One 
violating the provisions of the peace 
act Is not guilty of a misdemeanor. 
His act is merely declared to be an 
unfair labor practice. 


"No rights of a person guilty of 


tn unfair labor practice are invad- 
ed until there has been a final de- 
termination by 
the 
board," the 


opinion added. 


No Penalties Provided 


Rulings of the labor board arc en- 


forceable in the circuit courts, but 
the law does not contain any pro- 
visions for fines or imprisonment 


In this respect it differed widely 


from the Oregon law recently held 
invalid by the supreme court of that 
state, the decision said. 


The tribunal also sustained the 


right of the legislature to define the 
term "labor dispute" for purposes of 
the law. 


Commenting on the issue of free- 


dom of speech, the decision said: 


"The right to speak 
freely 
is 


guaranteed by the constitution, but 
that right, the same as other rights 
guaranteed by the constitution is 
subject to limitations. . . . 


"It is apparent that the legislature 


was of the view that too wide a 
latitude was given to employes in 
their attempt to coerce their em- 
ployers. The right of individuals to 
freedom of speech is left unimpair- 
ed."

ians redoubling their efforts on a 
big scale to try to smash their way

Greeks, the fiery Balkans are key- 
ed to a pitch where it wouldn't take 
much more to cause a general up- 
heaval. 


A flaming Balkan peninsula is the 


last thing the axis partners want, 
as they methodically prepare the 
way for their big offensive against 
the British in the eastern Mediter- 
ranean area. So we see Herr Hitler 
sitting on 
the lid. with a great 


mechanized army crouching in Ru- 
mania 
like 
a tom-cat before a 


mouse-Hole, ready to knock-off the 
first head that raises itself. 


The fuehrer thus serves a double 


purpose. 
He prevents a general 


conflagration from upsetting 
his 


program, 
and he prevents help 


reaching the Greeks from neighbors 
and making the fascist path even 
more 
thorny, ,than the invaders 


have been finding it 


The axis operations in the Bal- 


kans have been developing after 
the fashion of Aunt Agatha's crazy-

New York—There are indications that the Republican party will con- 


tinue a fighting opposition to the Roosevelt administration under the 
leadership of Wendell Willkie, insofar as domestic questions are con- 
cerned. 


Willkie indicated this in his comment after the election returns were in, 


and said he would issue a fuller statement on the sub- 
ject within a few days. 


There is no disposition in the present leadership of 


the Republican party to allow its third successive de 
feat to demoralize it into resignation. 


Willkie asked his supporters to work for unity in 


completing thc defense program, in sending further 
aid to Britain and in insistence upon removal of an- 
tagonisms, meaning by that apparently the class di- 
vision which Roosevelt has been accused of fomenting. 


Asked as to his general attitude, Willkie suggested 


that his campaign speeches be reread, particularly his 
Madison Square garden speech, and that upon the 
basis of what he said in them, it could be assumed the 
campaign would continue. 


Senator McNary, defeated vice presidential candi- 


date, said in his statement conceding defeat that "We shall try to afford 
Mr. Roosevelt and his associates a worthy and vigilant opposition." 


It is evident that .the Republicans do not construe thc result as a fatal 


repudiation. While the Roosevelt electoral majority was overwhelming 
and the results in thc- house of representatives were a keen disappoint- 
ment, the relative closeness of thc 
popular vote as compared with 1936 
has had nothing like the demoraliz- 
ing effect upon Republicans that the 
1936 defeat had. Four years ago 
Roosevelt received 60 per cent of 
the popular vote. This time it ap- 
parently will be about 55 per cent. 
Aside from the figures themselves, 
thc Willkie campaign generated such 
an intense evangelical enthusiasm 
among his supporters, and brought 
into play such a large number of 
amateurs not previously active in

Winston Churchill spoke in rather a 


bitter vein of the fact that the royal navy 
was at a disadvantage in combating Ger- 
man submarine attacks .because Ireland 
had denied it the right to refuel in Irish 
ports.-- He ventured to say that English 
success was just as important to Ireland 
as to England. Probably this is true. 


England had by treaty up to just a 


few years ago the absolute right to use 
Irish ports as bases. The treaty was made 
when the Irish Free State was created. It 
was abandoned by the government that 
preceded the Churchill government and 
only two years ago. And it was aban- 
doned merely because De Valera asked for 
its abandonment and the British govern- 
ment of that time thought it could induce 
more enthusiastic support from the Irish 
by giving them their way than by persist- 
ing iii holding their lawful rights. 


Before we criticize the weakness at 


London that retreated 
before 
Dublin's 


s-cowl we might advantageously examine 
into a little of our own recent history. 
For we have a case that is, a deadly par- 
allel in every respect except that we arc 
not yet officially at war. 


Some 42 years ago American states-

BRITISH CAUGHT IN TRAP 


In Egypt, the British army of about 125.000 


men faces an Italian army of 200,000 men. This 
has been sufficient so far to keep the Italians 
at bay. But now the British face a new menace. 
For the talks between Hitler and Marshal Petain 
contemplate the u^c of French Syria against 
them. In Syria are about 100,000 French Arab 
troops which might be sent down through Pal- 
estine to take Suez. 


In other words, the British might be caught 


between the pincers of Graziani's army on one 
side in Egypt, and the French Syrian army on 
the other side. This might make the problem 
of protecting Suez desperate. And that is why 
the British can't send many troops to help 
'Greece. 


Another reason why they can't give further 


help to Greece is their fear that the attack on 
Greece is a feint to get all of Britain's Mediter- 
ranean fleet concentrated in the east Then Ger- 
many would attack Gibraltar in the west. This, 
of, course, wtuld mean perfect teamwork be- 
tween the two dictators; and it may be that 
they put out the rumor of a rift merely to catch 
the British off-guard. They have been known to 
do things like that. 


Meanwhile, the Germans continue to pour 


troops into Rumania. They are not only, re- 
training the Rumanian army under Nazi strat- 
egy, but they are also bringing in tons of Ger- 
man munitions. So it looks as if Hitler would 
put the squeeze on Greece from the Bulgarian 
side when the time comes. That time may not 
come for a while, because Hitler has shown that 
he-seldom moves until he is fully prepared. 


With the Italians on one side, and the Ger- 


mans on the other, probably not even 100 per 
cent support from the British could save Greece. 
CONSCIENTIOUS OBJECTORS 


The war department is finding that bona fide 


conscientious objectors actually are ready to put 
themselves in as gre'at physical danger as sol- 
diers. 


Quakers, Mennonitcs, Seventh Day Adventists, 


and other groups opposed to war on conscien- 
tious grounds, have told selective service offi- 
cials they won't bear a gun against their fellow 
men, 
but they have no hesitation in taking jobs 


at the front where the hazard is high. 


Quakers, Mennonitcs, and Amish will engage 


in building field fortifications which put them 
squarely in the line of attack. Seventh Day Ad- 
ventists are preparing a medical corps of cadets 
who will give first aid on the field of battle. 


For all such persons of sincere principles, the 


selective service is planning jobs which cannot, 
contribute to killing, but can contribute to de- 
fense or to saving lives. The only sect which 
might come in for trouble is "Jehovah's. Wit- 
nesses." whose -refusal to salute the flag makes 
it hard to handle them in any army activity. 


Conscientious objection is no ground, however, 


for refusing to register. And objectors will serve 
their full year of training, like men in the regu- 
lar fighting forces.

My son suffers frequent- 
ly from attacks, but four different 
doctors he had consulted here all 
insist he must enter the hospital 
and have the operation. They say 
the injection treatment is dangerous 
and . . .

Perhaps it just happened that the 


sufferer from piles chose the four 
least competent doctors in the com- 
munity. It is hard to believe th?.t 
all of the forty or more doctors it: 
the town arc fast asleep. 


Any doctor who has the temcritv 


to tell a patient that' the injection 
treatment for hemorrhoids (piles) 
is "dangerous" or "no good" and 
to advise the patient to submit t > 
the crude old operation, and a stay 
of a week or two in hospital.' is 
simply unworthy of public confi- 
dence. Such a doctor betrays his 
inepitude and unfitncss 
to 
give 


medical advice. 


While we are on the subject I 


want to say that physicians who 
take a similar reactionary attitude 
towards the ambulant or injection 
treatment of hernia are in little 
better case. To be sure, not every

When * new oil well is located, 


there are cheers from those who 
own the land, or else from those 
who have leased it. They expect 
an easy flow of wealth into 'their 
pockets. Oil has been called "black 
gold." 


Sometimes a well is drilled in a 


place where the oil is under strong 
pressure. Oil gushes through the 
opening and to get it under control 
may prove a hard task. 


There is danger of gushing oil 


taking fire. It will burn easily, and 
an explosive vapor gathers about it 


A gusher in the Spindle Top field 


of Texas caught fire. Before the 
blaze was jlut out, oil to the value 
of about $100,000 had been burned 
up. 


In California, at Santa Fe Springs, 


the drilling brought oil from a 
deep pocket which also contained 
gas under heavy pressure. The re- 
sult was a gusher.

The workmen ran to safety when 


the Rusher took fire. 


The workers knew the danger of 


fire, and tried hard to keep such a 
misfortune from taking place. Yet 
the oil was ignited, perhaps by * 
spark. 


Scores of men had been toiling 


near the gusher to "plug" it When 
the flash and roar told them of fire, 
they ran for their lives. Their cloth- 
ing had become more or less cover- 
ed with oil, and they felt fortun- 
ate to escape being burned. 


Later a plan was made to halt the 


fire. A tunnel was cut into the 
ground, starting at a distance of 
about 60 feet from th? gusher. The 
tunnel reached the oil at a point 
43 feet under the surface of the 
ground. 


Pumps forced water, mud and ce- 


ment through the tunnel and into 
the oil well. This was done to cut 
down the amount of pressure in the 
gusher. 


Then « steel plug 40 feet long 


was prepared. The idea was to stop 
up the hole in the metal casing from 
which the flame was coming. 


Wind machines were employed to 


blow the flames away when the 
plug was moved into position. With 
the help of a derrick, it was put 
in place and the fire was ended.
